10. Learn the mechanical and handling characteristics of the firearm 
you are using.

If for any reason it must be removed it must be replaced 
in this.same position and restaked. 

Cartridge Retainer (Part No. 17, page 5) is located in slot on left side of Receiver and 
held in place by spring (Part No. 19624, pagé 5) and screw (Part No. 19, page 5). This 
should not be removed as it has been adjusted at factory.
